` Wayland Central School will 
reopen for the 1987-88 year Wed- 
nesday with an increased student 
population of 1,579, a raise of 39 
from the previous year.

Voters in the Wayland Central 
School District wilk have three 
choices when they return to the 
polls next month to decide on the 
proposed renovation and construc- 
tion program of buildings. 

The Board of Education last 
week set the special balloting for 
noon to 8 p.m., Oct. 28, in the 
school. It will be the second effort 
to win voter approval. In April, 
residents turned the proposal 
down by a 2-1 vote. 

Dr. John Burroughs, school su- 
perintendent, reported the ballot- 
ing will be for either the proposed 
$3.19 million project — renovation 
of building roofs, boilers, plumb- 
ing and electrical systems, swim- 
ming pool improvements, plus 
other work — or the proposed 


| construction of 18 new classrooms 


and gymnasium at an estimated 
cost of $4.3 million. He said voters 
will be able to vote for either, bpth 
or neither. 

Both a are eligible for 70 
percent|state aid, Burroughs said. 
He noted that to select the 
renovation project, the tax in- 
crease on a $40,000 home is es- 
timated at $25.60. The cost for the 
18-classroom, gymnasium additon 
will be about $34. 

With the two projects together 
— $7,500,000 — the cost on a 
$40,000 home will be about $60 a 
year for 16 years, a tax increase of 
about 64 cents per $1,000 of true 
value, he said. 

Burroughs said the two options
